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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the last Office action, the examiner took the position that claims 1 and 
24 encompassed software per se and, as such, claims 1 and 24 were 
rejected by the examiner as being directed to non-statutory subject matter 
under Section 101. In response to this rejection applicant has amended 
each of the claims to recited "a memory device" that is "a non-transitory 
medium". Applicant has alleged that this recitation, alone, is sufficient to 
overcome the rejections made under Section 101 [note the fifth paragraph 
on page 14 of the arguments filed 7/20/2010]. The examiner does not 
necessarily agree with this position given the fact that the recited 
"memory device" limitation, as recited in these claims, is a "disembodied" 
recitation that stands alone with respect to the other limitations of the 
claims. Regardless, the examiner maintains that the Section 101 issue, 
with respect to claim 1 and 24, is moot for the following reasons: 

a) Upon further consideration, the examiner believes that the 
preambles of the claims 1 and 24 can be given no patentable 
weight with respect to the Section 101 issue. More specifically, 
the examiner notes that the instant specification clearly defines 
the "recorder/reproducer" embodiment of the disclosed invention, 
as recited in the preamble of claim 1 , to be a hardware 
embodiment different from the software embodiment of the 
invention [note paragraphs 0014, 146, and 0149]. As such, the 
examiner contends that was improper to construe the 
"recorder/reproducer" of claim 1 as being software per se. Hence, 
the Section 101 rejection of claim 1 is withdrawn. Likewise, the 
"semiconductor device" of claim 24 cannot be read on software 
per se and, likewise, the section 101 rejection of claim 24 is 
withdrawn.
